AUSTRALIAN  AND  SOUTH  AFRICAN 
CANNED  DECIDUOUS  FRUIT  PRODUCTION 


A light  set  and  adverse  weather  halted  the  upward  trend  in  Australian  canned 
deciduous  fruit  production  and  dropped  the  combined  total  of  the  1969  Austra- 
lian and  South  African  packs  below  1968.  The  combined  deciduous  fruit  pack 
totaled  16,230,000  cases,  basis  24/2^' s,  12  percent  below  the  1968  pack  of 
18,436,000  cases.  Australia  recorded  smaller  packs  of  all  items.  South  African 
production  was  9 percent  above  1968.  Combined  production  of  canned  peaches  and 
pears  was  most  seriously  affected.  Canned  mixed  fruits  showed  a smaller  de- 
cline. The  larger  South  African  apricot  pack  lifted  canned  apricot  production 
above  1968. 

Combined  Australian  and  South  African  exports  continued  to  climb  in  1968  when 
both  countries  reported  record  exports  of  canned  deciduous  fruit.  Combined 
exports  totaled  16, 042,000  cases,  16  percent  above  1967*  Higher  exports  were 
reported  for  all  items  except  apricots.  Current  estimates  indicate  1969  ex- 
ports  of  all  items  except  mixed  fruits  are  below  1968.

AUSTRALIA 


A light  set  and  poor  weather  conditions  cut  1969  Australian  canned  deciduous 
fruit  production  to  8,125,000  cases,  the  lowest  level  since  1964.  Serious 
declines  were  recorded  for  peaches,  pears,  and  mixed  fruit. 

Domestic  consumption  declined  only  slightly  despite  the  short  1969  deciduous 
fruit  pack.  Australia  reduced  the  market  development  excise  tariff  on  domes- 
tic sales  of  canned  fruit  from  30  to  5 Australian  cents  ( 33-6  to  5*6  U.S.  cents) 
per  dozen  size  cans.  This  fund  was  initiated  in  1963  on  domestic  sales  of 
canned  apricots,  peaches,  pears,  and  fruit  mixtures  to  provide  for  broadening 
export  markets  for  rapidly  growing  annual  packs.  Utilization  of  the  fund  in 
subsidizing  exports  promoted  successful  penetration  of  the  continental  European 
market  for  canned  clingstone  peaches  and  mixed  fruit. 

The  portion  of  the  Australian  pack  meeting  export  quality  is  no  longer  a limit- 
ing factor  in  export  supplies  as  more  than  80  percent  of  most  packs  are  now 
passed  for  export  by  the  Commonwealth  Inspection  Service.  Detailed  1968  pack 
statistics  show  that  retail  sizes  comprise  most  of  the  Australian  pack.  The 
most  popular  can  size  is  the  No.  2\}  which  accounts  for  63  percent  of  the  pack. 
Institutional  sizes  comprise  9 percent  of  the  total. 

Lower  exports  were  recorded  during  1969*  Total  exports  are  estimated  at 
6,000,000  cases,  30  percent  below  the  1968  level  of  8,575,000  cases  but  above 
average.  The  United  Kingdom  remains  the  largest  overseas  customer  for  all 
Australian  canned  fruits.  During  the  first  6 months  of  1969,  exports  to  the 
important  West  German  market  showed  a sharp  decline. 

The  1969  peach  crop  in  the  Goulburn  Valley  and  the  Murrumbidgee  Irrigation 
Area  was  hit  by  brown  rot  following  January  and  February  rains.  Australian 
canned  peach  production  is  estimated  at  4,063,000  cases,  the  lowest  level 
since  1964.  Exports  are  estimated  at  2,600,000  cases,  37  percent  below  the 
1968  level  of  4,112,000  cases.  Major  export  markets  in  1968  were  the  United 
Kingdom,  West  Germany,  and  Canada.

A poor  Bartlett  pear  set  in  the  Goulburn  Valley  provided  the  smallest  supplies 
of  canning  pears  in  recent  years.  The  1969  canned  pear  pack  totaled  1,795 >000 
cases,  44  percent  below  1968  production  of  3,206,000  cases.  Cannery  yields 
were  low  and  an  above-normal  proportion  of  the  pears  was  packed  as  slices  and 
quarters  because  of  the  large  amount  of  hail-marked  and  poorly  shaped  fruit. 

Exports  of  canned  pears  are  estimated  at  1,700,000  cases,  36  percent  below  the 
1968  total  of  2,656,000  cases.  Exports  during  the  first  6 months  of  1969  were 
considerably  below  those  of  last  season.

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Apricot  crops  were  fairly  good  in  major  producing  areas,  and  supplies  of 
cannery  fruit  were  reasonably  high  despite  a strong  demand  for  dried  apricots. 
Canned  apricot  production  totaled  699, OCX)  cases,  slightly  less  than  the  1968 
crop  of  723,000  cases.  Exports  are  estimated  at  300,000  cases,  considerably 
below  the  1968  level  of  417,000  cases.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1969, 
exports  totaled  nearly  100,000  cases  less  than  the  same  period  of  1968.

Larger  carryover  stocks  and  the  reduced  supplies  of  peaches  and  pears  combined 
to  produce  a lower  pack  of  mixed  fruits.  Canned  mixed  fruit  production  is 
estimated  at  1,568,000  cases,  18  percent  below  the  1968  pack  of  1,902,000  cases. 
The  1969  mixed  fruit  packs  were  fruit  cocktail,  732,000  cases;  fruit  salad, 
51,000  cases;  and  two-fruits,  785,000  cases.  Packs  of  all  items  were  down, 
with  fruit  cocktail  showing  the  greatest  decline. 

Mixed  fruits  were  the  only  exports  not  showing  declines  in  1969*  Exports  are 
estimated  at  1,400,000  cases,  approximately  the  same  as  1968.

Bearing  acreage  of  noncitrus  orchard  fruits  dipped  slightly  while  nonbearing 
acreage  remained  relatively  stable  during  the  1967-68  season.  Acreage  totaled 
85,908  acres,  79  percent  bearing  and  21  percent  nonbearing.  Bearing  acreage 
of  apricots  and  peaches  declined  slightly  while  that  of  pears  showed  a slight 
increase.  Nonbearing  acreage  of  apricots  and  peaches  increased  but  remained 
below  that  of  the  early  1960's. 

Production  of  canned  fruit  is  centered  in  the  State  of  Victoria  where  72  per- 
cent of  the  1968  deciduous  fruit  pack  was  processed.  Other  commercial  areas 
are  South  Australia,  14  percent;  New  South  Wales,  12  percent;  and  other  areas, 
2 percent. 

Minimum  grower  prices  for  Australian  peaches  and  pears  for  canning  were  un- 
changed during  1969*  Minimum  prices  were:  Apricots,  $100  per  ton;  clingstone 
peaches  with  clear  center,  $97  per  ton;  and  Bartlett  pears,  $97  per  ton. 
Canners  must  pay  at  least  minimum  prices  for  fruit  if  they  wish  to  qualify  for 
sugar  rebates  paid  by  the  Fruit  Industry  Sugar  Concession  Committee.

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SOUTH  AFRICA 


Despite  a late  season  and  unfavorable  weather  conditions  in  the  Western  and 
Southern  Cape,  South  Africa  reported  the  largest  canned  deciduous  fruit  pack 
in  recent  years.  Canned  deciduous  fruit  production  is  estimated  at  8,105,000 
cases,  9 percent  above  the  1968  pack  of  7,447,000  cases.  All  deciduous  fruit 
items  recorded  gains  in  1969*  Exports  are  estimated  at  7,030,000  cases.  Apri 
cots  and  fruit  salad  show  higher  exports.  Exports  of  peaches  and  pears  are 
estimated  below  1968.  The  United  Kingdom  is  the  leading  export  market  for 
South  African  canned  deciduous  fruits. 

South  Africa  reported  larger  deliveries  of  canning  peaches.  Canned  peach  pro- 
duction is  estimated  at  4,805,000  cases,  6 percent  above  the  1968  pack  of 
4,541,000  cases.  The  pack  has  been  growing  steadily  and  the  1969  level  has 
only  been  exceeded  in  1967*  Exports  are  estimated  4,300,000  cases,  10  percent 
below  the  1968  total  of  4,791,000  cases.
